Death of Joseph Mackay. 

The death of Mr. Joseph Mackay 
on June 'id at his residence, Kildonan 
Hall, SherbrOOke street, Montreal, 
Canada, removes one who has been 
closely indcnlilied with Montreal, its 

commerce and its social, benevolent, 

an. I religious progress throughout the 
greater pari of the past half century. 
Mr. Mackay was bom in Kildonan, 
Sulhcrlandshirc, Scotland, in 1811, 
and was consequently in the 71st year 
of his a",.' at, Ihe time of his de.nise. 
Coming to Canada forty-nine years 
ago, and almost immediately settling 
in Montreal he applied himself vigor 
OUsly tO commercial pursuits, and his 
career ever since has been one of al 

most unexampled success. The 

buinder of the wholesale dry goods 
house of Mackay Bros., his name is 
perhaps known in the remotest, ham- 
let of the Dominion. Bttt it is not 
through his commercial fame that, the 
deceased gentleman will be longest 
remembered, bill, through his liberal 
benefactions and the interest he ever 
took in the furtherance of charities, 
and religious and educational institu- 
tions. The Deaf and Dumb [nstitu 
lion bearing his name was founded 
by him, and he was also one of the 

founders of the Presbyterian Col 

lege of this city, which is now one of 
our most nourishing educational in 
StitUUoUS. To the House of Indus 

try ami Refuge, he was also a liberal 

giver. He was among the original 

founders of the General Hospital, and 
was a governor and prime supporter 

through its whole history. And the 
cause of missions at home and abroad 
was grandly supported by his liberal 
givings, the mission work of the 

Presbyterian Church in the North 

West having been especially aided by 
him. One of the last acts of his life 
. send out in connection with n 
few other zealous cili/.ens a stall" of 
missionaries lo Franco. In Montreal, 
is is needless lo repeat, scarcely a 
charity or religious institution from 
the smallest to the greatest bill has 
been aide, I tin. .ugh his benevolence 

at one time or another. Mr. Mackay 

lel'l a fortune estimated al from one 
to one and a half million dollars. 
HiS illnelS fint look the form of a 
severe cold. lie was coiilined to his 
room for some weeks when death 
carried him oil', his demise being pre- 
cipitated by on attack of partial par- 
alysis. The funeral took place on 
Monday, dune 6th,
